or exercise any dominion over Iiicavix- 
guu, Costa Kioa, tho Mosquito couat, m 
any part oC Central America,'1 
Tbeu 


there was another treaty between En- 
gland and Nicaragua, entered into ID 
1850, in which Nicaragua agreed never 
to cede to any foreign power, without tho 
consent and participation of Great Brit 
ain, any rights or charter Cor a cannl, or 
any territorial jnnsidiction withiu its 
bouodarioB. 


It will be seen that to ratify the prss. 


ent Nicaraguan treaty, will bo a violation 
of tho plighted fuith of the United States, 
and also of that of the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment.

This amendment Mr. O'Eara supported 
in a forcible and sensible speech 
Ho 


said that it was not designed to raise any 
question of class or color, but it did seem 
to him that the congress of the United 
States, if it had power to legislate in re- 
gard- to interstate commerce aud tho 
transportation of property in such com- 
merce, had the right to prohibit any un- 
just discrimination in tfto transportation 
of persons. 


Tho speech of the colored member par- 


ulyz' d Mr. Reagan, of Texas. Ho at- 
tempted to break it down and cruah tho 
amendment, but ho couldn't. A vote- WUB 
lakon and O'Hara's amendment carried 
by a vote o£ 130 to 97, forty-five democrats 
voting for it. Among the number we 
are glad to see the name of Mr. Winans, 
of our own city.
